The Townsman cannot probably suc 
ceed in keeping the political convictions 
of its editor entirely covered up in the 
columns ‘of the paper, but: it is not 
meant that the Townsman shall be in 
any sense a party paper.

We don't 
know how many are republicans or how 
many are democrats, but we do know 
that every one ought to be somewhere 
along the road to full citizenship in the 
town and the state and the nation. 
AMlowing 60 as the number of those 
in this list who are in one stage or 
another of naturalization, and 100 more 
who are young voters and new residents 
only waiting for the opportunity to be- 
come voters in Andover, there are left 
240 men who through indifference, or 
because of other similar reasons, have 
no part in our government. 

We submit to the thinking people of 
Andover that this is a serious situation.

Lawrence for Water 


A serious set back has been given the 
project by which the city of Lawrence 
hoped to obtain an additional water 
supply from the town of Andover, the 
selectmen of the town having expressed 
the unanimous opinion that it would be 
unwise togrant the request, 


It will be remembered that in response 
to a communication from the Lawrence 
Water board inquiring whether or not 
the town of Andover could supply the 
city of Lawrence-with water, the And- 
over Board of Public Works replied that 
the board would be willing to furnish 
water not to exceed one million gallons 
wday, stipulating the price. The Law- 
rence city council accepted the terms of 
the Andover board. 


When the transaction became public 
much indignation was expressed by 
Andover citizens. The legality of such 
a compact was:doubted and in conse- 
quence Town Counsel W. S. Knox was 
asked to render an opinion. In his com- 
munication, Mr. Knox said: “If such a 
contract would be valid, it would have 
to be made by the selectmen and ratified 
at a legal meeting of the inhabitants of 
the town.” 

At a meeting of the Andover Board of 
Public Works, held Monday, the follow- 
ing letter was drawn up and sent co the 
Andover selectmen:
